JD  Eicher,  singer/songwriter  and 
sophomore  at  Westminster,  released  his 
second  album.  Broken  Mirrors  and 
Microscopes  on  March  30.  Eicher  wrote,  per- 
formed, and  produced  all  of  the  lyrics  and  music  for  the  13-track  release. 
This  album  followed  his  first  work.  Wings  to  Fly,  which  came  out  in  early 
2006.  His  CD  release  show  took  place  right  on  campus  in  McK- 
elvey's  Berlin  Student  Lounge,  a  familiar  place  for  Eicher  who  has 
performed  there  often  during  Titan  Taverns  and  other  events. 

The  release  party  was  well-received  by  the  student  body,  who 
have  come  to  comprise  a  large  fan  base  for  Eicher.  "The  students  at 
Westminster  are  amazing  supporters  of  what  I'm  doing,  and  Em  so 
grateful  to  them,"  said  Eicher.

Dr.  Mackenzie,  himself  a  serviceman  who  recently  returned  from  Iraq,  wished  to  bring  ques- 
tions about  war  to  campus.  "I  saw  this  as  an  opportunity,"  he  said,  "to  help  [students]  understand  that  theater  can  an 
should  be  about  more  than  killing  a  couple  hours  in  escapism."  The  play  was  not  anti-war,  he  emphasized,  but  rathe 
a  story  that  makes  one  consider  all  aspects  of  war. 

Love  Among  the  Russians  ran  from  April  19-22  and  was  directed  by  Mrs.  Eileen  Hendrickson.  The  produc- 
tion dealt  with  love  and  courtship  through  the  genre  of  farce. 
This  production  consisted  of  two  one-acts.  The  Bear  and  The 
Proposal.  Senior  John  Buco  said  of  the  productions  this  semes- 
ter that,  "the  2007  theater  season  was  a  lot  of  fun,  a  lot  of  dif- 
ferent things.

For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  cloudy  skies  and  cold  weather  may  have 
dampened  the  campus  grounds,  but  not  the  spirits  of  Westminster's  seniors  as 
they  enjoyed  Senior  Week  events.  Students  enjoyed  activities  such  as  a  Pirates 
game  and  a  trip  to  Cedar  Point,  while  the  campus  slowly  changed  in  prepa- 
ration for  Saturday's  events.  Staff  had  set  up  chairs  in  front  of  Old  Main  by 
Wednesday,  and  tents  began  to  appear  on  Thursday  as  the  grounds  staff  hur- 
ried to  prepare  the  campus  for  graduation. 

The  week-long  clouds  parted  in  time  for  graduation  on  May  19.  The  sun 
returned,  and  the  events  of  the  day  began  at  10:30  a.m.  in  Orr  Auditorium 
with  the  Baccalaureate  service.

After  a  barbeque  on  the  quad,  parents  and  students  separated  for  the 
last  time  before  graduation  as  students  lined  up  for  the  Commencement  cer- 
emony. Ushered  onto  the  quad  by  bagpiper  Donald  Wallace,  students  entered 
the  Senior  Terrace  by  the  same  faculty  "gauntlet"  that  had  greeted  them  four 
years  previous.  During  Commencement,  President  Williamson  conferred  an 
honorary  degree  on  Dr.  Dianne  D.  Aronian.  Stephanie  Martin,  this  year's  class 
speaker,  was  the  last  to  speak  before  degrees  were  bestowed  upon  the  class  of 
2007.

I 
think  of  the  pride  they  feel  after  winning  the  championship  for  Westminster. 

I  think  of  the  Greek  life  on  campus.  Many  women  and  men  came  together  and  raised  money  and 
awareness  for  numerous  charities  around  the  community,  and  some  around  the  nation. 

I  think  of  the  students  and  staff  who  gather  around  the  peace  pole  to  stand  for  rights  and  equality 

for  all. 

I  think  of  the  student  groups  who  raise  awareness  for  those  suffering  in  places  around  the  world 
such  as  Darfur  and  South  Africa. 

I  think  of  the  Black  Student  Union  whose  Fashion  Show  recently  brought  the  campus  together  in 
support  of  the  American  Cancer  Society. 

Take  a  moment  and  think  for  yourself.  What  have  you  done  in  the  past  four  years  that  you  are 
proud  of?
